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IN MEMORIAM 
THEOPHILUS ANTHONY BROUWER 


HE Board of Managers of the American Bible Society 

announce with profound sorrow the death of the venerable 
and beloved President of the Society, Theophilus Anthony 
Brouwer. Mr. Brouwer had been ill for several months. 
His death occurred at his residence in New York City, June 
15, LgII, in his eighty-fifth year. 

His long connection with the Society, covering more than 
a generation, first as Manager, then as Vice-President, and more 
recently as President, makes his death a loss to the Society 
which cannot be measured. Mr. Brouwer was for very many 
years identified with the official life of the Reformed Church in 
America, the Church which originated with the Dutch settlers 
of New York. He was from his youth engaged in other forms 
of Christian activity also, in some of which he became a leader, 
recognized as such by the Christian community in New York City. 
His death will be mourned therefore by a very wide circle 
of those to whom his name was a synonym for Christian 


devotion to every good cause. 
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The Year in Mexico 


T this time, when so deep an interest is 
taken in the troubled affairs of our 
sister republic, all the readers of the RECORD 
and friends of the cause of progress and lib- 
erty will desire as full a presentation of the 
report of Mrs. Frances S. Hamilton, the rep- 
resentative of the American Bible Society in 
that country, as these columns will allow. It 
is a record year that she describes, both for its 
successes and its difficulties. The glory of 
the centenary celebrations was soon eclipsed 
by the horrors of internecine strife. Through 
it all, however, the colporteurs of the Society 
have moved hither and yon throughout all the 
states of the republic, weaving the pattern of 
a higher ideal upon the fabric of social and 
national life. They have circulated during 
the year 87,106 volumes of the Scripture, of 
which 52,069 copies were Gospels and 11,213 
were Proverbs bound in the Mexican colors. 


The keynote of the year in Mexico was the 
celebration of the Centennial of her Inde- 
pendence. 

It was in 1810 that the patriot Hidalgo 
gave the cry for freedom which rang down 
through the troubled years, until Mexico finally 
achieved her autonomy, and the memory of 
the good old soldier-priest is enshrined in the 
heart of every true Mexican. 

Long before the advent of 1910 great prep- 
arations were made for the fitting celebration 
of the anniversary, and all through the year 
to September, the centennial month, enthusi- 
asm and patriotism waxed more and more 
ardent until, on the sixteenth, the “day of 
days,”’ the climax was reached and the whole 
country went wild with patriotic fervor. 

All during the year throughout the republic 
there was a general house-cleaning, prepara- 
tory to the great ‘‘ Fiesta.’’ Houses and pub- 
lic buildings were repainted, unsightly parks 
made beautiful, new schools, were founded 
and new societies crganized, while countless 
monuments were erected to the heroes of 
Mexican independence. 

An interesting feature of the year was the 
proposal that the ladies of Mexico should 
each undertake to teach some illiterate per- 
son to read. Even the young girls took up 
the task, with the result that several hundred 
men and women of the lower classes actually 
learned to read, so they at least had good 


cause for rejoicing in the commemorative 
festivities. 

No truer patriots are to be found in Mexico 
than the evangelical Christians, known as 
‘*Protestantes’’ throughout the republic. In 
June, 1909, the Christian workers, assembled 
in the Annual Convention of the Young Peo- 
ple’s Societies at San Luis Potosi, resolved 
in a thrilling moment of enthusiasm to put 
forth every effort to gain a million souls for 
Christ as their offering for the Centennial of 
their country ; and it is probable that never 
before in the history of Mexico has such 
earnest, whole-souled work been done by the 
evangelical churches for the cause of Christ. 


The Centennial Edition 


Early in the year the committee on ways 
and means for the evangelization of Mexico 
sent a petition to the American Bible Society, 
requesting that it publish some portion of 
the Scriptures with the Mexican tricolor on 
the cover, to be known as the “‘ Centennial 
Edition.”’ 

With its accustomed splendid liberality, the 
Bible Society responded at once, publishing 
an edition of the newly translated Four Gos- 
pels, which bore on the covers the Mexican 
national colors. A little later, for good 
measure, a most attractive edition of the 


Pratt version of the Proverbs was published | 


in the same style, and both the Gospels and 
the Proverbs began at once to do their part 
in the work of evangelization. 

Circulars were sent out by the Bible Society 
Agent through all the churches, announcing 
the gift of the little books and asking the co- 
operation of all Christian workers in their 
distribution. The response was immediate 
and cordial. From all over the republic orders 
poured in, and hundreds of books were sent 
out daily from the Agency. 

x From the beginning it was agreed that the 

Centennial Edition’’ would be better appre- 
ciated and studied with greater care if a small 


price were asked for the books, it being under- 


stood, however, that no one who really desired 
a copy should go without through lack of 
means to purchase it. 


The books met with ready sales, the largest 


number being sold between the months of 
June, when they arrived in Mexico, and Sep- 
tember, the month of the special celebrations. 

Altogether, 52,069 of the Gospels and 
11,213 of the Proverbs have been sold, and 


it is hoped that by the middle of 1911 the 


whole edition will have been disposed of.

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Young People’s Societies 

During the week preceding the great civic 
éestivals, the Annual Convention of the Young 
People’s Societies was held in the auditorium 
of the Methodist Church, which was formerly 
a large fatzo, or court, in the convent of San 
francisco. This has been roofed over and 
adapted to its present use, making it the 
eargest place of Protestant worship in the 
eapital. Its capacity was still further enlarged 
yy building a temporary gallery around three 
sides of the church, capable of holding several 
hundred people. Ascending from either side 
iof the platform to the gallery were broad 
steps, admirably adapted to the accommoda- 
tion of the large choir. More than twelve 
hundred people were thus comfortably seated, 
and on at least two occasions the hall was 
taxed to its utmost capacity. 

One evening was devoted to a patriotic 
‘celebration, an occasion never to be forgotten 
‘by anyone so fortunate as to be present. 
'The silken flag which, earlier in the year, had 
‘represented Mexico at the World’s Sunday 
‘School Convention in Washington, was draped 
‘back of the pulpit, and the whole place was 
gay with banners of the Christian Endeavor 
‘Societies, Epworth Leagues, and various Sun- 
day schools. Nearly every one in the audi- 
ence carried a small flag, and these hundreds 
of little banners were waved throughout the 
evening in token of appreciation and applause. 

Marion Lawrence and twenty other Sunday- 
school workers made us glad with their pres- 
ence, and, like all good Sunday-school enthu- 
‘siasts, were most interested in Bible study and 
distribution. Indeed, one of the party, after 
‘hearing a talk on the work of the Bible Soci- 
‘ety in Mexico and the special effort that was 
‘being made for the circulation of the Centen- 
nial Gospels, donated one hundred esos for 
the further distribution of the little books. 

Many of the delegates renewed their prom- 
ise to help place these Gospels in thousands 
of homes, and many have loyally fulfilled this 
promise. The Epworth Leagues of Oaxaca 
‘ordered a thousand copies through their Pre- 
siding Elder, and have nearly completed the 
sale of the whole number. 

Perhaps, under normal conditions the whole 
edition might have been distributed by the end 
of the year; but, as all the world knows, 
hardly had the last of the Centennial decora- 
tions been removed, when ugly rumors of re- 
volt against the government were heard, and 
as I write no one can say what the end of the 
trouble will be. 


Hard Times, Especially for Colporteurs 


The last three months of the year were 
hard for everybody. Even well-to-do people 
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hoarded their money, not knowing when it 
might be needed to transfer them elsewhere, 
and the poorer folk, when offered'a Bible, 
often answered: “ Books, when I cannot even 
buy bread for my children!”’ 

No one was ever refused a Bible when it 
was really desired, but even giving away 
Bibles was fraught with danger. 

Lazaro Hernandez, of Oaxaca, and Jorge 
Moore and Catarino Rivera, of Sinaloa, were 
arrested and imprisoned on the charge of dis- 
tributing seditious literature. Of course these 
men were liberated when the “seditious litera- 
ture’’ proved to be Bibles, but everywhere 
the colporteurs have been objects of sus- 
picion. 

The house of Hipolito Aguilar in Toluca 
was thoroughly searched by the authorities 
looking for incriminating papers, and nearly 
every colporteur has been called upon to 
prove he was not working in the cause of the 
““insurrectos.’’ Daniel and David Hernandez, 
sons of the old colporteur who died two years 
ago, were offering the Centennial Gospels in 
Maltrata when a man, seeing the Mexican 
colors on the books, concluded that the boys 
were ‘‘revolutionists,’’ and called a soldier- 
policeman, who was quite determined to take 
them to jail. By showing their letters from 
the Agency and making known the contents 
of their books, they were finally allowed to go 
free. A little later Daniel was detained all 
night a few miles from home, being caught be- 
tween two contending parties of soldiers. 

Andres Mota, writing from Cordova, said: 
“T could sell very little because the people of 
these cantons are much alarmed over the revo- 
tion. In Catastla I was detained three days 
because the alcalde would let no one either 
enter or leave the town. On the other hand, 
on the road home I met a band of rebels who 
treated me very kindly, and I gave them many 
tracts.” 

Eulalio Luna, crossing the mountains to the 
south of the capital, was detained three times 
by bands of “rebels”; but after they had 
searched his boxes of books, he was allowed 
to go free. He sold nearly eighteen esos’ 
worth of books among these war-intoxicated 
people. 

Cosme Gaxiola, in the mountains of Chi- 
huahua, has had many trying experiences, but 
goes ahead fearlessly, working wherever and 
whenever he can. Ina letter to his friend, A. 
R. Salas, pastor of the Congregational church 
of Durango, he says: “Notwithstanding these 
difficulties, I have had little meetings almost 
daily where I have had the opportunity of 
teaching the people the truths found in the 
book we offer them.” 

In the Spanish paper published in Guadala- 
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jara by the Congregationalists I find this in- 
cident in the work of the same colporteur: 

‘Tn a little ranch in Sinaloa the enthusiastic 
colporteur arranged immediately for religious 
services in the house of a good woman who 
hospitably entertained him. While he was 
explaining to a group of listeners the excel- 
lencies of the book he was offering, the man 
of the house arrived, saw what was going on, 
and going out immediately, returned with a 
crowd of half-drunken men, who formed a 
really dangerous mob, filling the air with 
curses against the colporteur. The meeting 
was of course broken up, and Cosme had to re- 
tire rather precipitately. Some hours after- 
ward he returned to the house for his book, 
and found the floor strewn with the torn pages 
of the large Bible from which he had been 
reading. The woman had received a severe 
beating from her husband, but was no less 
anxious to hear more about the Word of God.” 

Colporteur Cortez believed that he was saved 
from very imminent danger while canvass- 
ing the fanatical town of Salamanca. Passing 
a building in process of construction, he of- 
fered Testaments to some of the workmen. 
One of them said he did not want any, but 
thought perhaps the men on the staging at 
the top would like some, and he would go up 
and tell them about the books. While he was 
gone the architect came by and began talking 
with Cortez, who had a very affable way of 
meeting strangers. 

The first man came down from the staging 
and told Cortez to go up there and the men 
would buy his books. Cortez immediately 
started to do so, when the architect quietly 
saidto him: ‘‘ You had better not go up there. 
Those men are all very fanatical, and it would 
be easy for them to push you off the staging 
and make it seem an accident.”’ 

The colporteurs have similar experiences 
wherever they go, and it takes a really brave 
man to face some of the dangers, but on the 
other hand, they repeatedly find people who 
have heard of the Bible and are eagerly wait- 
ing for an opportunity to buy one. 


Blessings on the Sowing 


The sowing of the Word has been greatly 
blessed in Yucatan, and the religious awaken- 
ing there throughout the year has been re- 
markable. 

An interesting work has been carried on by 
Trinidad Armendariz, whose home is in Mon- 
temorelos, in the northern part of the repub- 
lic. He has a wagon in which he carries a 
stock of books, and is accompanied by his eld- 
est son and daughters. In a small cart, drawn 
by a donkey, travels a younger son, who car- 
ries books also, and a ‘baby organ.’’ They 
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go to a ranch, or to a centrally located house 
in a village and ask permission to read and | 
sing. Then they hold a little service, the peo-| 
ple being always ready to listen to the beau- 
tiful hymns. Trinidad reads portions of the 
Bible and then, at the close of the service, of- 
fers his books for sale. Hethas done very good 
work in this way, and calls his little company 
the ‘‘ Gospel Caravan.”’ 

Two stories that have come to me through 
Colporteur Luan deserve to be recorded as 
showing the influence of a single copy of the | 
Word of God where it becomes part of a man’s 
life. 

More than a year ago a man was in the pris- 
on at San Luis Potosi, under sentence of 
death. He had been a highwayman and an | 
assassin. In his cell was an image of the Vir- | 
gin of Dolores, before which he constantly 
burned candles. He had, also, a concealed | 
knife, and purposed to kill the person who | 
should come to take him from his cell on the | 
day of his execution. 

One day a man was placed in the next cell 
who had a Testament in his pocket. He had — 
bought some stolen goods unwittingly, and it | 
was a week before he could prove his inno-- 
cence, during which time he was able to com- 
municate with the criminal in the neighboring — 
cell, reading to him and speaking of God’s | 
Word. When he was liberated he gave the > 
Testament to the condemned man. 

A short time afterward the assassin called 
the jailer to the door of the cell and handed 
him the image of the Virgin. ‘‘ Take this 
away,” he said. “I no longer have any use 
for it. I have learned to pray to God the Fa- 
ther of our Lord Jesus Christ.”’ 

Then, to the greater amazement of the jail- 
er, he handed him the knife, telling him that 
he had kept it, hoping to kill one more man 
before he died, but that now he had learned a 
better way. 

This man’s sentence was suspended, he him- 
self does not know why, but he is still in pris- 
on, and from his cell writes long letters to his 
former associates, begging them to accept 
Jesus as their Saviour and to join him in his 
new life. 

How many souls may be brought to the 
light through the efforts of this one pris- 
oner only God knows, but it was a beautiful 
work that was done through that little Tes- 
tament. 

A new feature of the year in Mexico has 
been the effective work of the Rev. Alexan- 
der H. Sutherland, the superintendent of col- 
porteurs. South, he traveled through the cen- 
tral table-land, establishing three Bible Un- 
ions, one in Chihuahua, one in Monterey, and 
one in Torreon, visiting nearly every town of 
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mportance in the interior. Later, entering 
the republic at Nogales, he traveled down the 
~acific coast to Mazatlan, visiting the various 
congregations and everywhere preaching the 
rmportance of the Bible and the work of the 
‘American Bible Society. Coming up to the 
gapital through Guadalajara, and visiting 
many towns on the way, he next went south 
into Oaxaca, where he aroused unusual interest 
in the work of the Bible Society and in the 
Histribution of the Centennial Gospels and 
Proverbs. He next visited Puebla, Orizaba, 
wand the towns along the line to the Isthmus 
sof Tehuantepec, going almost to the frontier 
1of Guatemala. 

During the year Mr. Sutherland has held 
more than three hundred services, in which 
the work of the Bible Society has been driven 
thome as being of the highest importance to 
the Church and to the country at large, and 
swe hope this work will prove a lasting bene- 
‘fit to the Bible cause. 

In 1911 Mr. Sutherland will have thorough- 
ly canvassed every state in the republic, and 
expects to travel with each one of the colpor- 
‘teurs, training him to more efficient service. 
‘To these men he has been a wise counselor 
and a faithful friend. Everywhere he has 
been warmly welcomed, and the colporteurs 
with whom he has traveled have shown the 
benefits of this companionship by increased 
sales and deepened interest in their work. 
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The Endowment Fund in Mexico 


Late in 1908 the Agency sent out circulars 
to all the evangelical churches of Mexico, ask- 
ing that the subject of the Russell Sage Fund 
be kept before the people, and expressing the 
hope that Mexico would do her share in help- 
ing to raise the needed $500,000. Contribu- 
tions came in slowly all through 1909 and 
well into 1910, the last donation being received 
shortly before the good news came that the 
fund had been completed. 

When one considers the poverty of the vast 
majority of the Mexican churches, their unit- 
ed contribution of $889.33 was not small. It 
was only $442.47 in United States currency, 
but it meant real self-denial on the part of 
many and many a humble giver. 

There was sincere rejoicing throughout the 
Mexican churches when the good news of the 
completion of the fund was received, and this, 
together with the determined effort to distrib- 
ute wisely the Centennial Gospels, has brought 
these churches into closer touch with the 
American Bible Society than ever before. 

Although the new year enters with lowering 
clouds on the political horizon, and there be 
many who prophesy dire things for our dear 
Mexico before her troubles are finally settled, 
we go forward, prayerfully expecting to accom- 
plish better work than ever, and distribute still 
more widely the blessed Book whose message 
is one of peace and good will toward men. 


Three Days’ Bible Work in Guadeloupe 


HE Rev. W. F. Jordan describes his 
recent visit to Guadeloupe as follows: 
Next port, Basse-Terre, 
Guadeloupe! Is it possible 
that my dream is at last to 
be realized and that lam to 
have the privilege of taking 
the Word of God to this 
French possession? So 
it seems. Recently my 
dreams have formed the 
habit of materializing, 
thanks to the generosity of 
the supporters of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society. 

A year and a half ago it 
was Haiti that I was ap- 
proaching for the first time, 
with two cases of books in 
the hold as baggage. I 
then knew to whom I was 
going. I had come at the 
earnest request of the Rev. 
‘Mr. Trumbull, who had as-

sured me of the need and. of the fact that I 
could secure colporteurs. My visit proved the

readiness of the people to buy beyond our 
most sanguine expectations. Last year we 


sold in that neglected island over thirteen 
thousand copies of the Scriptures, all told. 


A PICTURESQUE CORNER IN GUADELOUPE 


Here the case is different. I know no one, 
am not coming by invitation. I only know 
that as far as I can learn there is not a single 
evangelical worker in the island, nor a single 
place where a copy of the Scriptures can be 
secured. 

We arrived after dark Saturday night, but 
owing to the presence of Mr. Eberhardt, the 
American Consul at Large, on a tour of in- 
spection of the consulates in Latin America, 
’ and whose genial acquaintance I had formed, 
I was spared the usual bargaining and ban- 
tering with vociferating boatmen as to which 
should have the opportunity of securing the 
landing fee. The Vice-Consul, anticipating 
the arrival of his chief, had come out on a 
small boat to meet him, and at Mr. Eber- 
hardt’s request, took myself and baggage 
also. So much for being in good company. 
Mr. Florandin, the accommodating Vice-Con- 
sul, also saw us comfortably situated in the 
best rooms of the only hotel before leaving 
us for the night. 


Sunday morning dawned bright and beauti- 
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ful. Besides visiting the church, I spent part 
of the day wandering about the city. 

Built in a depression at the foot of the 
slightly active volcano of Guadeloupe, La 
Souffriere, which looms up in the background, 
the island capital is in many respects a city to 
be envied. The cleanliness of its streets and 
inhabitants formsa striking contrast with Port 
au Prince, the capital of Haiti. Copious and 
never-failing rapid streams from the tower- 
ing mountain are directed through well-paved 
streets in pipes and open stone gutters, so 
that at no time is one out of the reach of the 
sound of the music of running water. No 
wonder the condition of the streets is such 
that bad odors are conspicuous by their ab- 
sence ; and the cleanly dressed inhabitants, in 
their variegated and bright colored apparel, 
present a cheery appearance. Also one miss- 
es that collection of skin, and bones, and 
sores going by the name of donkey, so con- 
spicuous on the streets of Port au Prince, stag- 
gering along under its load of produce, at the 
top of which is perched the equally unfeeling 
human burden. Here, the gayly dressed and 
turbaned barefoot ladies of the land, with 
springy step, bring in their produce piled in 
huge baskets on their heads. Nor does one 
see the lords of creation in any way objecting 
to the monopolizing of labor by their decid- 
edly better halves. 

During the period of waiting over Sunday 
to begin my work, I could not help wondering 
how these people were going to receive my 
message. Had I come ona wild goose chase? 

Monday morning at six found me at the 
Custom House, already open, to see about 
getting my books through, and up to my room 
in the hotel. No duty was asked. After cof- 
fee, by 7.30 a.m. I was in the market place, 
taking with me but fifty Gospels and a few 
Testaments. They were quickly disposed of, 
and how disappointed the faces grew as the 
waiting crowd saw that my stock had disap- 
peared. “‘ Never mind, I have some more at 
the hotel, and will bring them.”’ “‘Come back 
quickly,”’ said several voices. Twice during the 
morning did I refill and empty the valise, dis- 
posing of more than three hundred copies in 
the market place. | 

In the afternoon I visited the stores on the 
principal street, selling several Testaments 
and Bibles, meeting everywhere a most cor- 
dial reception, only one or two saying: ‘‘ No, 
we do not want it. That is a woman’s affair.”’ 
By night the sales had reached four hundred. 
At the close of the day I had reached a part 
of the street where the stores intermingle with 
the residences. I saw a poorly but cleanly 
dressed man, leading two little children, mak- 
ing his way toward me. “Are you selling 
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3ibles?”’ he said. ‘‘ Yes.” 
mi Jesus?’ “‘ Yes.’ ‘‘ Do you believe in con- 
version?”’ “‘Yes.”? “‘I ask because I am a 
\hristian and believe in Jesus. I have been 
eonverted. Ten years ago the gospel was 
irst preached in Guadeloupe, and I believed 
and was saved. Will you come with me to 
my house? I do not live far from here. I 
ave a Testament and would like to get a Bi- 
le in large print with references, if I could 
afford it. Do you have them?’’ At the home 
{ found the wife, who is also a believer, anda 
family of eight children. He showed me his 
Testament, worn and thumbed till the leaves 
mo longer held together. He told me the por- 
‘tions they had read in their worship the day 
before and the lessons he had drawn from 
them. Said he: ““I am a poor subordinate 
government employee and do not have much 
time to read. I have to go to my work too 
early for prayers with my family, but we have 
them every night at supper time.’’ It was my 
privilege to remain at prayers with them. 
Both husband and wife prayed, as they said 
was their custom. The next morning, on be- 
half of the Bible Society, I presented the man 
with a large-type French reference Bible. As 
far as I have been able to learn, this is the 
only family in all Guadeloupe who meet for 
daily worship, using God’s Word instead of 
counting beads and prostrating themselves 
before the image of some saint. 

Saturday morning I took first-class passage 


“Do you believe 


on a small boat that runs twice a week from 


Basse-Terre, the capital, to Pointe 4 Pitre, the 
metropolis and business center of the island. 
There were about a dozen first-class passen- 
gers, including Mr. Eberhardt, the American 
Consul at Large, the Vice-Consul, Mr. Moore 
of the English Cable Company, and a priest 
and nunin the garb of their order. I was sitting 
between the Consul and Mr. Moore, when a 
black girl from below came upstairs, hesitat- 
ingly approached, and holding out a Gospel 
of Luke, asked me if I was the gentleman 
who had soldit. I acknowledged the deed, 
thinking perhaps she wanted to return it and 
receive her money back, as I have had them 
do occasionally in Haiti; but no, she wanted 
to know if she could get another. When I 
opened my bag and gave her one, several of 
the first-class passengers also bought, without 
being asked. In a few moments the girl came 
back again and again, until I thought I had 
better go down myself among the second- 
class and steerage passengers. I sold out my 
Testaments and Bibles, and then my troubles 
began. I had to ask the baggage master to 
open up the hold and let me get at my trunk. 
The passengers had their baggage piled up 
on the closed hatch, but gladly removed it, 
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and I brought up half a dozen Testaments 
and three Bibles, which were taken at once. 
Dinner was called. I had just secured my seat 
at the table, when a member of the crew came 
to ask me if I could not get another Bible. 
No, he could not wait till we reached Pointea 
Pitre, because it was for a passenger who was 
to get off at the next stop. So, down into the 
hold I went again for more Bibles and Testa- 
ments. It would have done your heart good to 
see the passengers leave for the shore in the 
small boats at their respective stations carry- 
ing a Bible and Testament in their hands, out 
of reach of the water, and until our journey’s 
end someone could be seen constantly read- 
ing the precious books. 

The next morning at six I was at the mar- 
ket place in Pointe a Pitre, offering the books. 
It was, however, a little too early, and I went 
to the wharf, where the boats were landing 
with charcoal and produce, selling sixty books 
before going to coffee at seven. Then I went 
back to the market and by 10 a.m. I had sold 
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out the remaining six hundred Gospels, be- 
sides some Testaments and one Bible. In the 


_afternoon I visited the business houses with 


Testaments and Bibles, selling out before 
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night. I was invariably politely received. At 
one business house I sold three Testaments. 
By that night (Wednesday) eleven hundred 
people had bought the Gospel who had not 
possessed it on Monday 
morning. The whole three 
days constituted the most 
remarkable of my hitherto 
interesting experience in 
Bible work in the West 
Indies. At times the rush 
in the market for the books 
was so great that it was 
impossible to exchange 
the books for the pennies 
as fast as the eager hands 
were held out to receive 
them. 

The following after- 
noon, the 26th, I returned 
to Basse-Terre, to await 
the boat which was to take 
me to St. Thomas on my 
return journey, and was 
due the 31st. 

How I became the guest 
of the Sisters of the Ro- 
man Catholic Convalescent Home, made 
the ascent of La Souffriere, and had my 
stay made pleasant by visits and walks 
with the Rev. Pére Duss, an aged French 
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priest, for forty-five years a resident in this 
island, and author of a Botany of Martinique 
and Guadeloupe, who was constantly bub- 
bling over with most interesting informa-

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tion regarding the plants of the country, 
etc., are matters that do not concern Bible 
distribution. So I bid my readers adieu for 
the present. 


The Siamese Succession 


HE February issue of the BIBLE So- 

CIETY RECORD contained an account 

of the death of His Majesty, the late King 

Chulalonkorn of Siam, and the succession of 

his son, His Majesty Somdet Chao Fa Maha 
Vajiravudh. 

The favor extended by the late king to the 
missionaries as a body, including the Rev. 
Dr. John Carrington, the Agent of this 
Society, led the Board of Managers to take 
this action expressing their sympathy with 
the new king and the people over whom he 
now reigns at the loss they had sustained, 
at the same time giving expression to their 
interest in the accession of the Crown Prince 
to the throne. : 

This letter was engrossed very handsome- 
ly and sent to the Hon. Hamilton King, the 
American Minister at Bangkok, who, after 
conference with Dr. Carrington, communicat- 
ed with His Royal Highness Prince Deva- 
wongse,and under his direction transmitted the 
communication of the Society through him to 
His Royal Majesty. : 

Communication has now been received from 


Mr. King and also from Prince Devawongse, © 
acting on behalf of His Majesty the King, ac- 
knowledging the receipt of this communica- 
tion. It will interest our readers to see both 
these documents. They are as follows: 
February 2d, 1911. 
To His Rovar Magssty, 
THE KING OF SIAM: 

The Board of Managers of the American 
Bible Society having learned from its repre- 
sentative in Siam, the Rev. John Carrington, 
D.D., of the bereavement of your Royal Maj- 
esty in the death of His Royal Majesty King | 
Chulalonkorn, desires to express its profound 
sympathy both with your Majesty in the loss 
of your royal father and with the Siamese peo- 
ple at the loss of a monarch whose reign of 
forty-two years has been so marked with the 
spirit of enlightened progress as to excite the 
admiration both of Eastern and Western na- 
tions. 

This Society, whose sole purpose is the cir- 
culation of the Christian Scriptures through- — 
out the world, remembers with deep appreci- 
ation the kindly favor extended to its repre- 
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sentative by his late Majesty and the Minis- 
cers of his Court. ‘The Board, while offering 
«co your Majesty this expression of respectful 
and sincere sympathy at so greata loss, cannot 
jut realize that the accession of your Majesty 
co the throne of your father, the glories of 
whose reign must be so dear to you, is an 
2vent in which the Siamese people may find 
comfort and satisfaction. 

We are bidden in our Christian Scriptures 
to pray for Kings and Rulers. It will be our 
privilege to offer our prayers to the King of 
‘Kings and Lord of

This letter is 1m= 
portant as showing 
clearly the temper 
and attitude of the Siamese monarch and his 
ministers toward Christian missions and the 
Christian missionary body in Siam. 

Perhaps there is no country not specifically 
Christian where Christian ministers and the 
Christian Scriptures are more welcome than 
in Siam, and where the work of distributing 
the Scriptures: meets so few obstacles. It is, 
therefore, suitable that such a recognition ofa 
great national sorrow should have been made, 
and at the same time that the good wishes of 
the Society should have been sent to the 
present reigning monarch.

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Notes and Comments 


UCH an event as the coronation on June 

22d of His Majesty King George V. of 
England, naturally attracts the eager atten- 
tion and deep interest of the whole world, and 
especially of Protestant nations. The various 
features of this august and imposing event 
have been described at great length in the 
daily newspapers. The highest dignitaries 
of the British Empire were present at the cere- 
monial. This was of the most imposing de- 
scription. Many prominent Americans were 
in London, some of whom were admitted to 
Westminster. The United States Government 
was represented by Mr. John Hays Hammond, 
appointed by the President of the United 
States as a Special Envoy. 

Nothing in the imposing ritual is more sig- 
nificant than the honor with which God’s Holy 
Word is regarded... A copy of the Bible is 
laid upon the Altar, and at a certain point the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, taking it from the 
Altar, places it in the hands of the newly 
crowned King, making at the same time a 
solemn address to his Majesty. This will be 
found in the extract from the ritual on the 
inside page of the RECORD cover. 


THE Rev. Arthur Taylor, M. A., one of the 
Corresponding Secretaries of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, is on his way to Aus- 
tralia by way of Canada. His first stop was at 
New York, where he spent a day or two con- 
ferring with the Secretaries of our own Society 
on matters of interest and importance to both 
Societies. 


THE Rey. W. F. Jordan, the Society’s Agent 
in the West Indies, whose article on Guade- 
loupe will be found in another column, has re- 
ported at the Bible House recently for confer- 
ence as to his field. He brought with him 
some fine specimens of sulphur which he 
picked up about the crevasses of La Souf- 
friere, from which noxious gases constantly 
issue, betokening the volcanic conditions 
within. The picture which he brought of the 
mountain crags will suggest much to our 
readers of the character of this volcanic 
island. 


THE Rev. James Hayter, the Society’s 
Agent in Panama, Central America, and Col- 
ombia, has also returned to the Bible House. 
He came to the United States especially to 
address the great Baptist anniversary meet- 


ings which have recently been held in Phila- 
delphia, and probably to speak elsewhere also. 
Mr. Hayter gives glowing accounts of the 
openings for Bible work especially in Co- 


lombia. 


REcENT letters from Bangkok, Siam, de- 
scribe the continued prevalence of cholera 
under conditions of intense heat. The record 
in the daily newspaper for a week beginning 
April 23d shows an average of sixteen deaths 
from cholera a day, and here, Dr. Carrington 
adds, may be only a small proportion of the 
deaths. None of the mission family has been 
taken as yet this year, for which we are thank- 
ful to God. 


THE Rev. Mr. Torrance, whose appoint- 
ment to west China was noted inlast month’s 
RECORD, sends an appeal for a magic lantern, 
with views, to aid him in his work in Szechu- 
an. Szechuan, it should be explained for the 
benefit of those not minutely familiar with 
Chinese geography, is one of the western 
provinces of the Chinese Empire bordering on 
Tibet on the north. It is significant of the 
change which has come over China that, in 
this far distant interior, Mr. Torrance asks for 
slides first of all bearing on biblical subjects 
and then scenes from city, country, and com- 
mercial life in America and Europe, pictures 
of domestic and wild animals, and other views 
that illustrate our national life. A lantern 
burning kerosene oil would be best for his 
purpose. We mention these facts in hopes | 
that some good friends of the Society, perhaps 
a Sunday school which has recently gotten a 
new lantern and does not know what to do 
with the old one, will lend a hand—or a lan- 
tern. Mr. Ramsey, whose place Mr. Torrance 
now takes, used a borrowed lantern with very 
great success. One now will be greatly ap- 
preciated, and it would be pleasant to think of 
the crowds of eager Chinese children, as well ; 
as children of a larger growth, who will be 
delighted with it. 


FRom a letter recently received from the 
Rev. Franklin E. Hoskins, D.D., of Beirut, — 
Syria, we quote this interesting information. 
Mr. Freyer, to whom reference is made, is 
superintendent of the Press at Beirut: 

é Iam very glad to say that nothing has 
hindered the steady progress on the plates of 
the new Arabic Bible. At the close of the 
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‘year I had the great pleasure of completing 
the last page of the New Testament, ‘and 
since January Ist we have completed 163 
pages of the Old Testament, out of a prob- 
able 1,050. Since Mr. Freyer left us I have 
ot been able to make any advance in the 
jroduction of ‘copy,’ because all the time I 
could give to this has been consumed upon 
the proofs, so that the printers have run up 
uncomfortably close upon the stock of manu- 
scripts which is kept in our safe, but in the 
course of another month I shall hope to be 
able to give that side of the work another 
push, and before the summer is over I am 
sure, all going well, we shall be another year 
‘ahead of them.”’ 


A LETTER received from Bishop W. F. 
McDowell, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
who has been visiting the missions of his 
Church in India, Philippines, etc., has in it 
this significant paragraph concerning the rec- 
ognition of the Bible as a factor in the prog- 
ress of Christianity in those islands: 

““We held the conference at Mexico, in the 
province of Pampanga, a beautiful session, 
held in the converted theater presented to the 
church by our splendid brethren, the Cunanan 
brothers, who entertained all the missionaries 
at their own table through the session. On 
Sunday the whole town celebrated the tenth 
anniversary of the coming of Protestantism to 
the town. The two most striking ‘floats’ in 
the parade were a Bible chained and padlocked 
on one table, and an open Bible radiant with 
light, on another.” 


Tue Rev. Walter S. Elliott forwards us 
some notes from the “‘ Central China Post,” 
bringing out some salient facts as to the cost 
of living in China. The cost of living in 
America is high enough, but wealth and pov- 
erty are relative terms, and living in China 
makes the hardest of American conditions 
seem easy. Twenty years ago an agricul- 
tural laborer or a boatman considered himself 
well off on a dollar a month and his food. 
Now they get more, but are worse off than 
before, because all articles of food—rice, salt, 
pork, fish, and the like—have advanced in 
cost, and clothing and rents have increased 
enormously in price. There are also currency 
difficulties which add to the distress, and a 
vast increase in taxation. Translations from 
the local native press give pitiful descriptions 
of the famine now prevailing in the province 
of Anhui, and the refugees from the famine 
district, one paper relates, are selling their 
children to get food. A small boy of three 
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and a half can be bought for $1.50, while a 
girl of ten years is sold for $3.50. These, of 
course, are Mexican dollars, worth something 
like one half of an American dollar. The na- 
tive paper from which these extracts are taken 
adds, with simple pathos, “All who hear of 
this are made inexpressively sad.’’ 

‘““And when he saw the multitudes he was 
moved with compassion because they fainted 
and were scattered abroad as sheep having 
no shepherd.’’ May the Good Shepherd find 
and feed these scattered sheep both with bread 
for the body and the true Bread of Life. 


THE table of receipts from the four usual 
sources for the month of May shows an in- 
crease in church collections and gifts from 
individuals as compared with May of last 
year, but not in gifts from auxiliaries. Onthe 
whole, however, there is a distinct increase in 
the gifts of the living, in addition to an in- 
crease in legacy receipts. The same general 
remark holds in the receipts for the first two 
months as compared with the first two months 
of last year. Gifts from the living have in- 
creased $3,011.70.

A further grant was made to the New York 
Bible Society of one-half the cost of 5,000 
Bibles for distribution among the hotels of 
Manhattan and the Bronx. 

In view of the distressing illness of the 
Rev. Henry Loomis, the Society’s Agent in 
Japan, and on recommendation of the Ad- 
visory Committee in Tokyo, it was voted to 
appoint the Rev. Dr. Swartz as temporary 
Agent in charge of the affairs of the Bible 
House at Yokohama. 

The Rev. S. A. Beck, already favorably 


. known in connection with missions in Korea, 


was appointed acting Agent of the Society 
for Korea during Mr. Bunker’s absence. 

The Rev. W. H. Tower, of Montclair, N.J., 
was appointed as Secretary of the Eastern 
Agency for the year ending March 31, 1912, 
this position having been vacated by the 
resignation of the Rev. Mr. Hendrickson. 

The Secretaries reported consignments to 
the foreign Agencies during the month of 
May as follows: 

To Central America, 15,041 volumes, value 
$1,709.17; to La Plata, 9,482 volumes, value 
$2,235.70; to Mexico, 37 volumes, value $18.43; 


to Philippines, 1,235 volumes, value $121.55; to

Total, 46,094 volumes, value $6,313.41. 

The issues from the Bible House during 
the month of May were 179,594 volumes.
